Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claim language to avoid 101 rejection of claims 17-20 was agreed 
upon. Attorney explained differences between Pearce and current application. Attorney explained how effect objects 
in the present application are displayed in the future as opposed to the past. Attorney also explained the definition of 
the term "effect object" in the claims and application. Examiner explained that effect objects are present in Pearce. 
The objects of Pearce used to display motion blur can be considered effect objects because motion blur is an effect 
Examiner also explained that Pearce does disclose locating objects in the future as well as making objects sequentially 
not displayed. Suggestions for amending around the art could include rewording the claim to show the effect objects 
are not shaped like the object itself and/or to show the effect objects are all displayed (as opposed to merely located) at 
the time the motion is judged to start. 
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
